The statement of the hospital phy- 
sician regarding the condition ef Mr. 
Roberts is borne out by Dr. Darnall, 
who has charge of the case, though he 
refuses to be quoted. 

“Roberts will not leave the hospital] 
alive,” said the hospital physician to 
the correspendent of the Post-Dispatch. 
“His liver was not slightly punctured 
by the bullet, as has been given out, 
but was ripped almost in half. The 
bullet then lodged, as has been cold, 
in the muscles of his back.

Incorpo- 
rated in the verdict of the ministerial 
court was a recommendation that he be 
expelled from the ministry. 

For the past week Hannibal has been 
agitated by the proceedings, the major 
part of which have been surrounded by 
secrecy. 

Mother's Testimony Was Important. 

The mother of Miss Gleason told of 


the girl’s statement as she lay dying 
from what the authorities in Elisberry 


declare was an illegal operation. Dr. 
Hennyshell was later indicted by the 
grand jury in Lincoln County at Troy. 
The preacher, in the verdict of the 
council, is held net to blame for caus- 
ing her death, but the improper cen- 
duct charged to him was sustained, in 
the opinion of the pastors whe heard 
all the evidence.

TAFT AND BRYAN—A CONTRAST. 

‘Before the campaigr is fairly opened the 
marked advantage of Bryan over Mr. Taft on 
the stump is manifest. It emphasizes the in- 
teresting contrast in the temperaments, gifts and 
personalities of the two leading candidates. 

Mr. Taft is a practical man of affairs, cool, 
diplomatic, good-humored but without’ much 
initiative, Imagination or magnetism. His ser- 
vice on the bench and in administrative affairs 
has debarred him from the practice of oratory. 
His speeches are discursive and savor ‘more of 
the lawyer’s brief and the judicial opinion than 
the tribune’s appeal. 

On the other hand, Mr. Bryan has imagina- 
tion, fervor, magnetism. Richly endowed with the 
natural gifts of oratory he is trained by prac- 
tice in ali the arts of debate -nd appeal. He has 
initiative and original force. His utterances 
giow with enthusiasm and earnestness. He 
adorns the direct subject with the flowers of 
fancy and the charm of apt illustration. He is 
sympathetic and idealistic. a 

Presidential campaigns develop oratorical pow- 
ers in presidential candidates. The issues at stake 
and the large field of controversy, with its tre. 
mendous forces ranged in battle, «tir the emotions 
and imagination bringing out the best that is 
in any man who has the responsibility of leader- 
ship. Mr. Taft will gain in effectiveness as an 
orator, but he cannot hope to catch up with his 
adversary who enters the arena with an extraor- 
dinary natural gift trained to the highest plane 
of skill. It is a contest of the raw amateur 
with the expert professional. 

But the contrast in the two men fits the con- 
trast in the methods of their campaigns. Mr. 
Taft has back of him a compact, disciplined, pow- 
erful organization, amply supplied with money 
and directed by the craftiest and shrewdest politi- 
clans in the country. His campaign will be 
conducted with business-like precision, industry, 
calculation and skill. Mr. Bryan’s organization 
is loose, undisciplined, ragged. Many of its lead- 
ers are raw recruits. The munitions of war are 
uncertain. At every point he must depend upon 
his own appeal to the people for money, organi- 
zation and action. Mr. Bryan.needs great advan- 
tage in the presentation of his cause. It is the 
only practical advantage in the means of cam- 
paigning that he has over his opponent. All the 
other points of advantage are on the side of Mr. 
Taft. 

Mr. Bryan’s bank deposit issue pains the Re- 
publican orators who have to follow their can- 
didate’s lead. They are writhing in agony to 
think that a Republican didn't think of it first.

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PAYING DEBTS. 

A correspondent who “expects to go in debt for 
$1500,” writes ask when he will be able to 
pay it off. Tie family saving is $5 a month. 

On the given statement of facts the payment 
of the debt is doubtful and it is difficult to see 
how it can be contracted. 

However, it appears there is a son who earns 
$6 a week which nets the family $4.50 a week 
after the boy pays car fare and gets a lunch 
occasionally. Here is the answer. If the boy is 
a good son he will earn a little more next year 
and more the year after. In the natural course 
he will earn enough in a few years to keep up 
the interest and, if he does not merry, or lose 
his health, he may extinguish the principal. 

The letter is accepted as written in good faith 
and the answer is given on the same term’. The 
case is peculiar but perhaps there are others like 
it these hard times. The best course, however, 
is not to contract a debt which is likely to hin- 
der the progress of a young man during the 
years when he should be free as possible to 
make his way.

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MUNICIPAL LEGISLATION BLOCKED. 

Between the lack of a quorum in the Council 
and the inertia of the House of Delegates muni- 
cipal legislation is at a standstill. 

The bil! authorizing the President of the Board 
of Public Improvements to employ an engineer 
for the free bridge sleeps in the council while 
some of the members are enjoying a vacation. 

Two important measures are held up in the 
House of Delegates. One is the bill granting a 
franchise for supplying the city with natural 
gas, the only opponent of which is the Laclede 
Gas Light Company whose influence-is power- 
ful enough to offset the popular demand for cheap 
gas. The Public Improvement Committee sits 
tight on the Dill. 

The other important measure is the bill for 
the purchase of the Fair Grounds for park pur- 
poses. The wisdom of the purchase is univer- 
sally acknowledged, but public opinion on the 
subject apparently has no weight with the Ways 
and Meaps Committee of the House. 

The public utility commission bill has fallen 
between the two houses, with no possibility of 
action until the vacation season is over. What 
will “e done then with this most important of 
all measures is a matter of conjecture. : 

St. Louls wants action on all of these bills. 
The majority of the council is composed of good 
men who ought to recognize the importance of 
prompt action on important city business. The 
Council should give no comfort to the House of 
Delegates, the reorganization of which upon a 
public service basis, or its abolition has become 
a public necessity. 
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St. Louis policemen will “walk softly and lock 
lips” sinee the Commissioners have decided that 
a sergeant may not indulge in the luxury of a 
neighborhood row. 
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ESPERANTO IS GROWING. 

The Esperantc Congress at Dresden has proved 
conclusively that the new mannfactured language 
is no longer a fit subject for jest, whether it ever 
becomes a practical means of universal communi- 
cation or not. 

There are 1000 Esperanto’groups in the world. 
In England alone there are 150 societies at work 
in it and it is taught in meny schools there. It is 
part of the course in French lycees and colleges 
and the study of it in thé army is encouraged by 
the Minister of War. ‘The London Chamber of

Esperanto may never become the universal lan- 
guage in the sense that it will supplant the great 
languages like English, French and German. But 
it is not a foolish belief that it will be generally 
adopted for commercial and scientific purposes 
and so make it possible for business men and men 
of science to communicate with one another the 
world over, without the tedious process of learn- 
ing half a dozen languages or the uncertain as- 
sistance of belated translations.

TOLLED WIFE AND SHOT SON 


Remorse for Fatal Mistake Drove 
Wealthy Farmer Insane 
in Jail. ’ 


CLAY CITY, Ill, Aug. 31.—Insane as
